New employees attend the University 
of Disneyland, where they are given a 
two-day orientation course. The course 
teaches Disney policies and philoso- 
phies and teaches such things as how 
to deal effectively with Disneyland 
guests. New employees also take a de- 
tailed tour of Disneyland, both back- 
stage areas and the Park itself. 

Further job training is provided by 
training specialists in the various lands. 
A similar program is taken by new 
employees at Walt Disney World.- ED.

II is quiet and at peace. There's a crisp 
chilliness in the December night air as 
village craftsmen hasten along narrow, winding 
streets, leading to the center of a quaint 
town in Southern France. Their soft footfalls are 
guided by glimmering candles shining forth 
from windowsills of nearby shops. 
It is December 24, 1280 A.D., and the time has 
come for them to celebrate the glory of Christmas 
Eve by participating in an age-old tradition: enacting 
a living Nativity scene. The baker, butcher, spinner, 
basket weaver and other local townsfolk join in the 
portrayal of the Holy Family in the town's marketplace, 
and like the Magi and shepherds of long ago, 
present the infant Child with their simple gifts. 


The anniversary of Christ's birth 
has been celebrated with joy, rev- 
erence and a panoply of pageantry 
since antiquity. The Christmas tra- 
dition observed by these 13th- 
century townsfolk has transcended 
the centuries and is being re-created 
this holiday season at the Lake 
Buena Vista Shopping Village in 
Lake Buena Vista, the Host Com- 
munity to Walt Disney World. 

Combining majesty and simple 
charm, "The Glory and Pageantry 
of Christmas," a live Nativity tableau, 
is being presented nightly at 8 p.m., 
December 5 through Christmas 
Eve. The non-denominational hol- 
iday pageant is performed in the 
center of the village under the 
Captain's Tower, a setting which 
closely resembles the open-air 
marketplaces of bygone days. 

This year, 39 persons dressed in 
authentic reproductions of 18th- 
century costumes of rich brocades, 
satins, silks, velvets, lamb's wool, 
rough homespun and monk's cloth 
are participating in "The Glory and 
Pageantry of Christmas!' 


The holiday spectacle begins 
with a chiming of bells from high 
atop the Captain's Tower, beckoning 
the village visitors and audience 
to gather. While the bells are pealing, 
six lantern bearers, dressed in 
choirboy robes, slowly enter and 
form an illuminated perimeter 
around the performing area. 
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OF CHRISTMAS 


Bedecked in gold raw silk 
wrapped with rust homespun, the 
Innkeeper enters and invites the 
viewing guests to participate in 
the living creche: 

Dear friends and children. ..welcome. 
We gather tonight in this market- 
place to share with one another the 
traditional story of Christmas. We 
are here as neighbors and friends 
to remember once again the miracle 
of the Christ Child's birth. The scene 
we create together has been de- 
picted in towns and villages like 
ours for nearly two thousand years. 
Tonight, we join in thatgreattradition. 

As the Innkeeper begins his 
narration of the Christmas story, 
Joseph, Mary and the Infant, the 
angels, shepherds, and kings take 
their place one by one in the 
Nativity scene. 

Throughout the narration, inter- 


ludes of classic Christmas music, 
including "O Little Town of Beth- 
lehem," "Away In A Manger," "Hark, 
The Herald Angels Sing" and "We 
Three Kings" are performed by 
the Dickens Carolers. A twelve- 
member singing group costumed 
in turn-of-the-century clothing, the 
Dickens Carolers look like they 
stepped straight from the pages of 
Dickens' A Christmas Carol. 

At the close of the Christmas 
story, the Innkeeper again speaks 
to the audience: 

And so, we have remembered the 
timeless story of the Christ Child's 
birth. Like the miracle plays of 
medieval times, our village has 
provided a setting where we, the 
common townsfolk, can come to 
adore the infant jesus and present 
our simple gifts. We bring our best 
to the Child and l 
with the kines and

As the Innkeeper introduces 
the individual townsfolk, they 
enter the tower area from dif- 
ferent directions and progress to the 
lighted creche in the same manner 
as similar characters would have 
journeyed to the Nativity scene 
during the medieval period. 

Reminded by the Innkeeper that 
"the smallest gift is priceless when 
given in love," each of the mer- 
chants carries authentic gifts of his 
profession-fresh bread, sweet- 
smelling roses, fruits, linens-to 
pay homage to the Newborn. 

A 19th-century little drummer 
boy, the last character to join the 
tableau, wanders throughout the 
audience, while the song "The 
Little Drummer Boy," is sung softly 
in the background. Finally, he 
kneels beside the manger and 
gives his humble gift, a song, to 
the Babe. 

"The Glory and Pageantry of 
Christmas" nears conclusion as the 
Innkeeper addresses the audience: 
Tonight, in this setting, we worship 
the Christ Child. ..each of us in our 


own way. We follow in the foot- 
steps of those first witnesses who 
spread the word of the Savior's 
birth. We invite you now to join in 
this living tradition by singing and 
sharing with your family and friends 
the story of this first Christmas. 

With the audience singing "Silent 
Night" and "Joy To The World," and 
dramatic lighting enveloping the 
motionless, full creche, "The Glory 
and Pageantry of Christmas" draws 
to a close. 

"The tableau is a majestic, inspi- 
rational scene," says Del Shilling, 
Walt Disney World entertainment 
special events manager. "It's one 
of the most beautiful events we 
produce all year." V 
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Are you convinced that 
your golf balls have a nat- 
ural gravitation towards 
water?

Do you have to 
yell "Fore!" more than twice a 
game? Have you ever wrapped a 
club around a tree? Does your 
swing send your partners running 
for shelter? 

If you find yourself answering

other would-be golf pros out there 
struggling to better their game, too. 

But you don't have to struggle 
any longer. Today's ultra-modern 
equipment and training methods 
make improving your golf skills as 
easy as driving a golf cart. (Well, 
almost as easy!) 



And guests staying at Walt Disney 
World, where recreation reigns 
supreme year-round, will be able 
to take full advantage of some of 
these training machines early 
next year. 

If Golf Is Your Bag 

If golf is your bag, but you're 
slicing more balls than you sink, 
the Walt Disney World golf work- 
shop will be just for you. The work- 
shops are being organized to allow 
ample time for extra practice and 
for experiencing all the sights and 
sounds of Walt Disney World. 

The three-day clinic will include 
six hours of instruction by top 
PGA teaching pros. The sessions 
will be offered several times during 
the day so that guests may have 
flexibility in planning their schedule 
for the day's activities. 

Basic golfing fundamentals, in- 
cluding putting, sand shots, short 
game, strategy of practice and play, 
iron and wood swings, rules and 
etiquette will be taught in the 
group sessions. 
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A video-tape camera, recorder 
and monitor, to be used during 
each session to tape and then re- 
view an individual guest's swing, 
putt, stance and form, is "so effec- 
tive that it has almost become a 
necessity in teaching golf," ac- 
cording to Walt Disney World 
Assistant Pro Pete Jones. The tapes 
record audibly as well as visually, 
so the instructor's comments are 
repeated along with the visual 
image during instant replays. 

Not yet as common as the video- 
tape system, but becoming more 
frequently used in teaching golf, is 
the graph-check camera. This 
unique camera actually houses 
eight separate lenses that click 
consecutively when the main 
shutter is released. The speed of 
the eight sequential shots can be 
regulated to vary from one-quarter 
of a second to two seconds. (The 
average golf swing takes from 
one-and-a-half to two seconds.) 


The guest's graph-check photo- 
graph will be analyzed by the 
teaching pro and compared to a 
graph-check photograph of Jack 
Nicklaus' swing, believed by many 
to be the most perfect swing in 
the history of the game. 

Each workshop participant will 
be given a notebook to take home 
for future reference which includes 
a written analysis of his swing, 
his graph-check picture, and a de- 
scription of his problem areas, 
along with several suggestions for 
correcting them. 

The three-day workshop also 
will feature unlimited range balls 
and unlimited golf on any of the 
three Walt Disney World 18-hole 
championship courses. The Palm 
and Magnolia are lined by thou- 
sands of distinctive trees for which 
the courses are named. 

Between the courses stands the 
Golf Resort Hotel, a complete 
vacation destination designed es- 
pecially for golfers and their fam- 
ilies. Each of the 151 rooms is only 


a few steps from a fairway. The 
wood and volcanic stone structure 
offers a complete Pro Shop, equip- 
ment rental, and every other touch 
necessary to create the golfer's 
dream vacation. 

Each of the courses offers in- 
triguing challenges for tournament 
professionals and for weekend 
hackers alike. The courses are the 
site of the Walt Disney World 
Classic Tournament each fall. The 
Classic is the "fun tournament" of 
the PGA circuit, featuring top pros 
pairing their efforts and strategy to 
win the National Team Champion- 
ship $200,000 purse. 

The Lake Buena Vista Club and 
golf course is located about 15 
minutes from the Golf Resort. The 
course is slightly shorter and more 
secluded than the Palm and 
Magnolia courses. 

Each course has a driving range 
and spacious putting green for 
guests to practice the techniques 
taught in the workshop. Complete 
equipment rental is available at 
the Golf Resort and Lake Buena 
Vista Club pro shops so that every- 
one can get his share of eagles 
and birdies! V 
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Trying to cash a personal check 
in a strange city is pretty difficult. 
Stores are mistrustful; banks are 
wary. If it's a weekend or holiday, 
forget it. Most stores are closed, as 
are most banks. 

But that's not Disneyland's style. 
Guests are always welcome to cash 
a check at the most unique bank 
branch in the land -operated by 
the Bank of America on Disney- 
land's Main Street. 

Open from 10 a.m. to 3 p.m. 
every day that Disneyland is open, 
the Main Street branch offers check- 
cashing and currency exchange 
privileges to all Disneyland guests 
-whether regular Bank of America 
customers or not. 

"We get coins and currency from 
all over the world," said Jim Horan, 
bank manager and a 40-year em- 
ployee of Bank of America. "Mostly, 
though, it's Mexican pesos or 


Canadian dollars. Each night we 
send all foreign notes to the Fed- 
eral Reserve Bank, which arranges 
for them to be sent back to the 
country of origin" 

The bank's friendly tellers also 
cash countless traveler's checks 
and personal checks each day. As 
at every bank, customers must 
provide at least two forms of iden- 
tification, such as a driver's license 
and major credit card. 

"You know," Horan said, "even 
well-planned vacation trips some- 
times have unexpected expenses, 
and a traveler needs to get hold of 
more money. Often, we'll call a 
person's home bank-anywhere 
from here to Maine-to help expe- 
dite cashing of a large check." 

The bank's philosophy of service 
goes back a long way-to 1904, 
when Amadeo Peter Giannini 
founded the Bank of Italy in San 
Francisco. The name was changed 
to Bank of America in 1930. 

Giannini felt that banks should 
help everyone, not just the rich. So 
when his policy of loaning money 
to "plain folks" and small business- 
men was opposed at a savings and 
loan association where he was a 
director, he resigned and opened 
his own bank across the street. 

The Bank of Italy was only 18 
months old when San Francisco 
was struck by the great earthquake- 
fire of 1906. While other bankers 
locked their money in vaults to 
protect it from looters, Giannini and 
his co-workers took their bank's 
cash out of the vaults. 


Knowing that the money would 
be needed as soon as the quake 
was over, Giannini took the money 
home and hid it in his fireplace. 

Nine days after the devastating 
quake, five days after the fire, he 
sent out notice that the bank was 
ready for business. Using a wide 
plank over two barrels and a bag 
of money, he began making loans 
well before other banks could 
retrieve their money from the 
locked vaults. 

Today, Bank of America is the 
world's largest bank in terms of 
deposits, operating more than 
1,000 neighborhood branches 
throughout California. 

Decorated much like the banks 
of the turn-of-the-century, Disney- 
land's Bank of America features 
many authentic items from that era. 
The vault door, for example, was 
originally built in the early part of 
the century, as was Horan's mag- 
nificent roll-top desk. 

Most of one wall is taken up 
with a distinctly more modern 
looking display-a large collage 
which graphically and artfully tells 
the colorful history of the bank, 
from its origins to today. 

And each day, at Disneyland and 
all the bank's other branches, the 
friendly service is ample evidence 
that Giannini's original philosophy 
of service to all is still one of the 
major assets of Bank of America.
